lingular  ai-s  in  his  behayifruF — lie 
that  in  common  difcout  fe  labours  for 
fibiimity  of  Myle  which  his  education 
will  not  enable  him 'o  anderitand  — he 
that  affects  a  peculiar  kind  of  pro- 
nunciation fcarcely  intelligible,  that 
lie  may  feem  to  taik  p;  etttly  —  fcl  lom 
fails  to  bi  iug  on  himfell'  the  contempt 
of  others;  not  fo  much  becaufe  his 
a.f  ta  ion  is  realy  vicious,  as  becanfe 
it  betrays  a  ti  ifling  vanity  of  mind,  in- 
coiililient  with  that  manly  dignity 
which  commands  refpect.
